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The report shows the organizational structures of Itumanian Army units as they are 
taught at the Military Academy of tha Armed Forces. It was learned during the 
1919 fall maneuvers that a larre percentage of the units below division lefel were 
organized according to this system. 41 


Army Headquarters. 


i. An army is commanded by a conmander~in-chief who is assisted by a political 
commander anc an assistant army commander, an artillery commander with staff, 
an air force commander with staff, a tank and mechanized forces comiander with 
staff ars] an army engineer officer, (2) , 


2. An arny's general staff is headed by the chicf of ceneral staff and includes 
an operations section, 1st Sections an intellirence section, 2nd Sections a 
communications section, 3d Sections a personnel section, lth Sections a civhor 
section, 5th Section; a liaison section, 7th Sections; a topographical section, 
Sth Sections a meteorological section, 9th Section; and a classified raterials 
section, 12th Section. 


3. An army headquerters includes a headquarters company and 2 guard battalion. 


4. The supply of an army is handled by a headquarters for rear services which is 
nace up of a commanding officer, a political commander anc a staif consisti.¢ of 
en organisation and planning section, lst Section; a ration supply section, 

2nd Sections an intendance (administrative) section, 3nd Sections a fuel supply 
sections a clothins supply section; and a technical supply section. 


5. The headquarters for rear services controls numerous supply units and installa-~ 
tions, suck as ration supply depots, clothing and maintenance supply depots, 
orduance and arcsunition depots, fuel depots, technical supply depots, signal 
equipment Cepots, chemical equipme:t depots, medical equizment depots, motor 
transport units, hospitals, repair shops, traffic control offices, directing 
centers for transient personnel, PN processing camps, ard provost courts and 
courtseriattinzi in case of war. lteligious service has been ciseontinued in the 
army since the beginning of 199. 


6, An army headquarters usually has three corps, including tank and mountain corps. 
Sn aruy heacquarters may siso be superior to numerous other independent mits, 
nucn as artillery, AAA and Af divisions; AT artillery, heavy artillery, tank,/SP 
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artillery and mechanized brigades; and signal, engineer, rocket launcher, 
bridge construction and railway-operating regiments. 


Corps. 


7, The organization of a corps headquarters is essentially the same as that of an 
army headquarters, Uowever, a corps headquarters does not include an air force 
commander, a tank anc mechanized forces commander, or a headquarters for rear 
services, since the supply of the divisions is handled directly by the army heade 
quarters. A corps usuily has three infantry divisions and some independent units 
of all branches of service. (3) 


Infantry Division. 

8. An infantry division is commanded by a commanding general who is assisted by a 
political commander, an assistant commander, an artillery comnancer with staff, 
and a division enginecr officer. 


9, A division staff is headed by a chisf of staff and includes the same sections as 
an army general staff, but without the meteorological section. 


10, A division headquarters includes a headauarters company and a.guard platoon. 


11. Division supply and the supply units are controlled by a headquarters for rear 
services which is made up of a commanding officer, a political commander anc a 
staff consisting of an organization and planning section, lst Section, a ration 
supply section, 2nd Sectians a finances section and a praves registration section. 
The ammunition supply is under the artillery commarder. 


12, The headquarters for rear services controls numerous supply units and installations, 
such as a ration supply depot, a motor transport company with forty-five 3-ton 
trucks, a motor vehicle repair shop, a clothing and maintenance repair shop,a fuel. 
depot, a technical supply depot, a chemical equipment depot, a field bakery with 
10 ovens, a medica}, unit with 12 ambulances, and a veterinary section. 


13. An infantry division has three infantry regiments, one artillery regiment and 
several independent units, including a motorized reconnaissance battalion consist~ 
ing of a motorized infantry company of about 140 men, a motorcycle platoon of three 
squads with three motoreveles each, a tank platoon with three medium tanks, a pla~ 
toon with three armored personnel carriors, a motorized engineer squad of 10 men, 
and a motorized AT gun plateon with three 75=mm AT guns; a signal battalion 
ovraniaed into a teleprone company and a radio companys; an engineer battalion of 
two companies with three platoons each; a motorised AT artillery battaliog with 
three batteries, each equipped with six 75-mm AT guns, and oze battery with nine 
AT vifless and s motorized AAA bakery of three”platoons with three 37-mn 4A guns 
each.

th, An infantry regiment is commanded by a repimentsl commander whe is assisted by 
a political commander and an adjutant. A regimental staff includes an opsrations 
secticn, lst Sections; an intelligence section, 2nd Section; © communications 
section, 3d Section; and a classified materials section, (12th Section. 

15. The supply of a regiment is handled by a headquarters for reer services vhich is 
made up of a commanding officer, a political commander and a staff composed of an 
organization and plannine section, a ration supoly esction and a finance section. 
The headquarters for rear services also controls suzply units and installations, 
such as a dispensary, a veterinary station, a motor transport section of eight 
3~ton trucks, a transport column of 15 to 20 horse-drawn vehicles, fiold kitchens, 
and a maintenarice group. 
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fin infantry regiment has three infantry battalions and the regimental artillery, 
imeloding a battery of six 57-mm AT guns, a battery of six 120—mm mertars anc an 
infantry pun company of four shortebarreled 76.2-mm guns. Inrdeperndent units which 
belong to a regiment inelude a reconnaissance unit organized into a rlatoon of 
mounted scouts and another platoon of scouts on foct, which will later be con= 
verted into a motorized reconnaissance companys an A’A platoon with three 20~ma 
AA guns; an engineor vlateon of 30 meng and a signal company with a radic platoon 
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and a telephone platoon. 


Infantry Battalion. 
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An infantry battalion is commanded by a batialion commander who is assisted hy 
& political corrander and three adjutants. Its rear services have a field 
kkitehen, ambulances and supply vehicles, 


An infantry. battalion has three rifle companies, a heavy machine gun company and 


a medium mortar company, a signal platoon with a radio and a telephone section, 
and an AT gun platoon with two light AT guns, an AT platoon with six bazookas and 
am engineer section of seven men.

An infantry company is commanded by a company commander who is assisted by a 
political commander and some messengers.’ It consists of three infantry platoons 
and a Seman machine gun squad with one heavy machine gun. 


Hach infantry platoon is commanded by a platoon leader who is assisted by a politi- 
cal. leaders it is organized into four rifle squads, each with a leader and eight 
Ei and equipped with a light machine gun, 


Artillery lnits. 
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GHQ artillery includes artillery divisions of three artillery reginents; indepen- 
dent artillery brigades consisting of a field pun regiment and a howitzer regiments 
motorized heavy artillery brigades of two heavy 152-mm artillery regiments; and 
motorized AT artillery battalions cach. These brigades often belong to the army 
headquarters units. 


A notoriged or horse-drawm artillery regiment is commanded by a regimental commander, 
wao is assisted by a political commander, and an operations staff similar to that & 
an infantry regiment. In addition, the headquarters tnelvdes a headquarters bat- 
tery and signal, reconnaissance and messenger sections. 


The headquarters for rear services of an artillery regiment apcroximately corres~ 
ponis with that of an infantry reginent. 


An artillery regiment is penerally organized into three battalions. ‘The wartime 
artillery regiment of an infantry division was only an acministrative unit vhile 

the so-called artillery group was employed as tactical unit. A field sun regiment 
has two battalions of 76.2—mn puns and one battalion of 100 or 122-mm howitzers. 

4 howltzer regiment consists of two howitzer battalions and one field run battalion. 


An artillery battalion is commanded by a battalion commander who is assisted by a 
political commander, an observation post officer, a reconnaissance and signal offi- 
cer, ‘the other headauarters personnel includes two NCOs and seven TH! who are 
reconnaissance and observation personnels; one NCO and about 20 EM who are signal 
personnels; horse drivers, etc. The supply of an artillery battalion is handled by 
a commander of the rear services who is assisted by a political commander. Field 
kitchens, ambulances, ammunition wagons, ration supply and forage vehicles and a 
maintenance squad bdony to the rear services of an artillery battalion. 


ia artillery battalion is organized into three batteries, and one AAA pletoon of 
three 2O-mm AA guns. A battery has a battery commander who is assisted by a 
political commander and a battery commander's detail, including an observation 
post NCO, two scoubs, a telephone NCO, eight telephone operators, three messengers, 
taree machine-gunners, three horse drivers and two herse holders, A battery con- 
sists of two 2—gun platoons, the combat train and the ration supply train. 


4 metorized or horse-drawn mortar regiment is orranized into two mortar battalions 


of three batteries. Each battery has six 120—mm mortars. 
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tank and Mechanized Units. 


28, <A tank division has three tank regiments and one SP artillery regiment. 
4A mechanized division consists of three mechanized regiments and ane SP 
artillery regiment. 


29. independent units include tank brigades, mechanized brigades and SP 
artillery brigades. A tank brigade has two tank repiments with about 60 
tanks, in two tank battalions, a motorized infantry battalion of three com 
panies and an SP artillery battalion. A mechanized brigade has two mechanized 
infantry regiments, each of two motorised infantry battalions, a tank battalion 
and an SP artillery battalion. SP artillery bricades are organized into two 
SY artillery ragiments of three battalions with three batteries each 3» and 
about 5 SP guns per regiment. All these brigades often belcng to the arny 
heacquarters units. CNQ units also include independent heavy tank regimonts 
of three battalions, 


Cavalry Units. 


30. Cavalry divisions consisting of four cavalry regiments and one horse artillery 
regiment also belong to the GHQ units. A cavalry regiment has three 3—troo 
battalions. In peacetime two cavalry regiments make up a cavalry brigade. (h)
